Chancellors, I was present at a Night 
of Prajer, conducted by the Chiet-of- 
the-Starr, and heard Hint famous word- 
pninter, Cokmel Lawley, set forth be- 
fore a crowd of omcers, with all tho 
dramatic power he possessed, such a 
a scene as our front page Illustrates. 

The Colonel was speaking on that 
continual dlsjt.ster from which our 
Army suHers, and which may be cov- 
ered under the heading "ieakngea," It 

was a subject upon which he could 
speak with authority, for, If I rem-im- 
ber right, during the many year,'! 
Colonel Lawley was a Field Olllcer, he
